2. Information obtained frum engineers of the radio engineering plant in Uresden
indicated that work on the construction of a Medde equipment devoloped by Ing
Winkler at this plant was behind schedule. This delay was allegediy caused by
the lack of technical literature. At Koepenick, it wes expected that the efforts
of building a Meddo set in Dresden would be given up since the Meddo ecuipment
under develcpment at the Koepenick plant was nearing complaticn.

3. Image tubea.were furnished in adequate quantities to the Koepenick radio
enginecring plant by the Werk fuer Fermmeldewssem HF Berlin-Uberschoenswelde.
Image tubes emitting blue light and a yellow afterglow wers rocently tested.

4o In early May 1954, efforts were made to improve the pulse widtk from 0.5
microseconds to at least 0.1 microseconds.
